ia near as powerful as it was 
befor, ang they added but very lit- 
tle to own Power; for if the. 
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Houle of Aufria loft Naplei and Si- 
cily by that War, it got Tn/cany, 
Parma and Placentia; and ¢onfider- 
ing that thefe Duchies lie adjacent 
to the other Aufrian Dominions in 
Italy, it cannot be juftly faid, that

I cannot therefore fee, my Lords, 
how the Affairs of Europe were 
brought into any unhappy Situation, 
or how the Balance of Power was 
endangered, by the Event of that 
War.

Property, and Pri- 
vileges of ourlelves and Pofterities, think it 
oor Duty, a8 it is our undoubted Right, to 
xcquaint you with what we defire and expect 
fom you, in difcharge of the great Confi- 
dence we repofe in you, and what we take 
co be your Duty, as our Reprefentatives. 

1, As ftanding Armies have ever been e- 
feemed burdenfome to the Subjeét, and dan- 
rerous to Liberty, and as the moft facred aad

fal! diturb the Freedom of Eleétions ; we 
moft earneftly recommend, that by a con- 
fant and vigorous Oppofition te all ftanding 
Armies in Times of Pesce, you would pre- 
ferve this Nation from a Calamity which has 
siready been fatal to the Liberties of every 
Kingdom round us, and which we at this Day 
ure beginning to feel.

P rliament. 

§. As at this Junfture we are eng2g'd in 
a juft and neceffary War, and confequently 
large Supplies will be requifite for the publick 
Service, we make no doubt but you will 
chearfully and effectually enable his Moft 
Gracious Majefty to vindicate the Wrongs of 
your Country, and chaftife an infoleot Ene- 
my ; but at the fame Time we defire that, 
in granting all fuch Aids and Supplies, you 
will conftantly obferve the ancient Practice of 
Parliaments, nor deviate from the genuine 
Form of the Conftitution; that you will

SuNDAY, 17. 

This Day Capt. Laws, Commander of the 
Spence Sloop, arriv’d, with Letters to his Grace 
the Duke of Newcafile, his Majefty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State, from Vice- Admiral 
Vernon, and Brigadier Wentworth, Com- 
mander in Chief of his Majefty’s Forces in 
the Weft-Indies, dated frora the Harbour of 
Cartagena, the 1ft of April, which gave the 
following Account. Os 
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On Feb, a5, Vice- Admiral Vernon weighed 
Anchor from frijh Bay in Hifpontla, with 
the Squadron and Tranfp rts uader his Com- 
mand, being in all 124 Sail ; and on March 4, 
in the Evening, they anchored in Playa 
Grande to Windward of the Town of Car- 
tegera, 

On the oth Sir Chaloner Ogle, (who was 
appointed to command the Attack of the 
Forts and Batteries on Terra Bomba) moved 
forward with his Divifion ; and Vice- Admiral 
Vernon weighed, and moved after him with 
his Divifion, and al! the Tranfports, leaving 
Mr. Lefiock with his Divifion at Anchor be- 
hind, The (mall Fort of Chamba fired a few 
Guns, but was deferted as foon as the Ship 
polled there could take her Station and begia 
to fire, At the Fafcine Battery erected be- 
tween that and the Forts of St. Jago and 
St. Pbilip, the Enemy had not yet had Time 
for getting any Guns mounted, fo there was 
no Fire from thence; and the Norfolt, Ru/fel, 
and Shrew/bury, being anchored very clofe 
wnder the faid Forts of St, Fage and St. Pbr- 
inp, made fo warm a Fire, that in lefs than 
an Hour they drove the Enemy out of them, 
and the fame Evening our Grenadiers made a 
Defcent under the Walls of thofe Forts, and 
took Poffeffion of them. 

The roth, the two Regiments of Harrifor 
and Wentworth, and the fix Regiments of 
Marines landed without Oppofition. 

On the 11th, we got our Tents and Tools 
athore, cleared the Ground, and encamped. 

All the Artillery and Ordnance Stores were 
brought afhore by the 15th, 

The Admiral having Notice from Brigadier 
#7 ertworth, that his Men were much galled 
by the Fire of a Falcine Battery from the op- 
pofite Side of the Harbour, called the Barra- 
dera Sid-, fent Boats with a Number of Men. 
The Boats commanded by Capa Water of 
the Admiral’s own Ship, with the Captains 
Norris and Colby under him ; and the Men, 
when landed, were to be commanded by 
Capt. Bofcawen, having under him the Cap- 
tains, Laws and Cores. They landed about 
a Mile to the Leeward of this Fafcine Batte- 
ry, which was of 15 twenty-four Pounders, 
They bappened to land under a fmali Battery 
of five Guns, which they knew nothing of ; 
but they Icap’d refolutely into the Battery, 
and furprized the Enemy, fo as to receive but 
littke Damage, and f-cured thofe Cannon. 
This gave an Alarm to the Enemy at the 
other, who had Time to point two ef their

Brigadier Wentworth had cau‘ed a Battery 
of Mortars to be raifed, which much incom.

and on the 29d, a Bettery of 20 twenty -fow 
Pounders began to play upon that Cath 
The Enemy had in the mean Time been 4. 
ligently at Work on the firft- mentions 
Fafcine Battery, had got two Guns mounted tp 
play from thence, and were working to asd 
more ; vpon which the Admiral] © dered a Ship 
clofe under the Shore to rake that Battery. 

On the 294, Commodore Leftock, in the 
Beyne, with the Prince. Frederick, Herpes. 
Court, Suffelt, and Tilbury, went in to batter 
the faid Caftle, and the Enemy's Ships ; bot 
the Boyne felling to Leeward, and being open 
to much of the. Enemy's Fire, was called off 
that Evening ; the reft continued there ; and 
the Princefs Amelia that was fallen further to 
Leeward than was intended, lay fair to filence 
the new-mounted Guns on the Fafcine Ba:'e- 
ry, and did fo accordingly, which was a great 
Prefervative to the Men playing our Battery 
athore, and in the Camp, as the Enemy's 
Shot went over the Hill into the Camp. 

On the 24th, our Ships renewed their 
Fire, but the Prince Frederick and Hampt-r- 
Court, being much gall’d by the Shot from 
the Enemy's Ships, were call’d «ff ; on which 
Station his Majefty loft a brave Officer, in Lerd 
Aubrey Beauclere, * Commander of the Prince

date as well as a refolute Temper. About 
Noon the Admiral fent al! h's Boats again ‘0 
the Attack of the Fafcine Battery. where the 
Enemy had mounted fix Guns: But our Men 
who landed from the Boats having Time and 
Daylight for it, deftroyed the Guns, broke up 
all their Platforms, fet every Thing on Fire, 
and drew fome of our Boats over a Neck of 
Land, and boarded and burnt a Sloop that ley 
there to fupply that Battery with Ammun- 
tion. 

A tolerable Breach being made in Bocce- 
chica, Brigadier Wentevorth came oft on the 
esth, to give the Admiral an Aceount of hs 
Intentions to affeult the Breach an Hour be- 
fore Night. Upon which the Admiral made 
the Signa! for the Boats again, and fent them 
in, to make a feafonable Diverfion, under the 
chief Command of his Engineer Captain 
Knowles, who carried with him fome Coe 
horn Mortars and Patareroes, which it w#* 
judged might be ufed againft St. ‘Fepb’s Fort- 
Captain Knowles had with him the Captains

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 141, 


FTER the Battle of Molwitz, which 

we gave an Account of in our laft, the 
“iran Army retir'd over the Neifs, and 
encamped on the South-Side of that River, 
to wait for the Reinforcements they were 
exoeGting from Hungary and the other Au- 
frien Dominions. On the other hand, the 
‘Prufians retook Grotkaw, Lowen, and the o- 
cher Places from whence they had withdrawn 
their Troops, in order to reinforce their Army 
tefre the Battle; and on the 20th of April, 
the Prufians, with a Part of their Army in- 
veted Brieg, whilft the King himfelf. with 
che ret of his Army incatnped at Odlau, in 
order to cover the Siege, and to obferve the 
Motions of the Auftrians. Tho’ the Place 
was well fortified, and provided with a nu- 
merous Garifon, yet the Siege was carried on 
fo brikly, that on the 4th of this Month, 
N.S. it was furrendered by Capitulation, the 
Subftance of which was, That the Garifon 
confitting of four Battalions, three Companies 
of Grenadiers, and an independent Company 
of 700 Men, fhould march out the sth, with 
all the Honours of War, and their Arms and 
Baggage ; that they thould march the fhortet 
Rout to Neils; that they fhould not bear 
Arms againft his Pruffian Majefty, for the 
Space of two Years in any Country whatfo- 
ever, and never in Silefa; and that they 
thould be furnifhed with Bread for four Days, 
befides a fufficient Number of Horfes and 
Boots, to carry’ their Sick and Wounded, as 
well as their Baggage. =~ 

Alter the Surrender of this Place, his Ma- 
jefty fent a Body of his Forces to the other 
Side of the Oder, with a View, as "twas faid, 
to take Oppelen, and fome neighbouring Places, 
whilft another Detachment marched with 
the like Defign towards Schweidnitz. Yet 
notwithftanding this, he has, we are told, 
ceclar'd, That he will agree to a Sufpenfion 
of Arms, a8 foon as the Queen of Hungary 
has appointed her Planipotentiaries to repair 
to any Place in Silefia which the thall nomi- 
mate, there to treat of a Peace. 

If his having publifhed fuch a Declaration 
bs true, the Court of Vienna muft be infatu- 
ued not to accept of it; and yet by our laft 
Accounts from Silefa, it would feem they 
have not; for according to them, the Pru/- 
fas Army was in full March towards the 
Adirian ; and Count Ne » upon Advice 
of their March, had diftributed the Field Ar- 
tillery to the feveral Brigades of his Army, 
and was preparing for a fecond Battle.

‘ts On the other Side, the Mufcowites are 

"ing for their Defence, by augmenting 
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their Troops, repairing the fortified Places, 
and filling the Magazines in all the conquered 
Province§ ; and probably would b: more than 
a Match for the Swedes ; but they feem to be 
in fome Danger of an Attack at the fame 
Time from the Turks; for the Tartars have 
already begun to make fome Inroads upon 
their Southern Territories; in which Cafe 
they will ftand in Need of fome Affiftance, 
and may probably meet with it, from their 
old Friend Kouli-Kan ; whofe Ambaffador late- 
ly arrived at Confantinople, and according to 
our laft Accounts, behaves in a moft haughty, 
provoking Manner. 

Letters from fevers! Parts of Germany fay, 
That a Treaty of Alliance is on the Point 
of being ¢oncluded between the Emperor of 
Rufia, the King of Poland, the Queen of 
Hungary, and his Britannick Majefty, tor fup- 
porting the Interefts of the Houfe of Auffria ; 
and Letters from Italy fay, that the old Alfi- 
ance is upon the Point of being renewed, be- 
tween the Courts of France, Spain, and Sar- 
dinia, which, we may fuppéfe, is not for fup- 
porting the Interefts of the Houfe of Aufrria. 
This Article feems to be confirmed by our 
laft Advices from France and Spain, which 
fay, that his Moft Chriftian Majefly has if- 
fued Orders for augmenting his Grenadiers 
with 15, and the reft of his Foot with 10 
Men a Company; and that they talk at 
Paris of a fecond Augmentation to be fpeedily 
ordered, of 5 Men more to every Company, 
which wil] be an Augmentation of upwards 
of 45,000 Men, to the Infantry alone. And 
thofe from Spain fay, that the Tranfports 
have fet fail from Barcelona for Majorca, in 
order to erybark the Troops and Artillery in 
that In, and that fome of their Troops 
defigned t§ march through France, are ai- 
ready arrived upon the Frontiers between the 
two Kingdoms. 

’ Thefe are Omens of Wat, but we have 
likewife Omens of Peace ; for it is faid, that 
the Martha] de Belifle, the French Minifter in 
Germany, as alfo the Count de Momijo, the 
Spanifh Minifter there, are both to repair to 
Hanover ; fo that in all Appearance, we fhall 
have either a general War in Europe, or a new 
Hanover Treaty, before his Majefty’s Return 
to his Briti/> Dominions. 

Among other Advices from Spain, we had 
Istely one which is diverting: They fay, that 
in a Council of War held there, M, Campzllo, 
their chief Minifter, oblerved, that by all 
their Advices it did not appear, that the 
Fleets uncer the Admirals Vernon and Ogle, 
would make above 60 Sail when united ; that 
his Catholick Majefty’s four Squadrons in _4- 
merica tade juft the fame Number of Men 
of War, befides 20 Frigates, @e. and that 
therefore they need not be apprehenfive that 
the Return of the French Fleet would prevent 
their 4 Squadrons from being able to at upon
